In their attempt to “centralize” the city stores department the 
mayor and,city council will do well to see to it that they do not fall | 
into the same error that Mr. Bouillon did when he undertook his | 
unwieldy and absurd centralized system of accounting. | 

A city warehouse in which under one roof every article of city | 
use would be handled is on the face of it the only sensible scheme, | 
and one which would be adopted without delay as the present system ; 
—or rather lack of system—by which telephone, water and light) 
and all other supplies are scattered about in different warehouses. is 
altogether unbusiness-like. 

But in the handling uf the supplies it is quite obvious that none 
but men acquainted each with their own branch of the business, 
could be capable of getting value for the city. To buy electrical 
supplies, for instance, requires an intimate knowledge of the electri- 
cal business and it is doubtful if a man not intimately acquainted 
with the business could even check off an invoice. The same applies 
to the waterworks, the telephone and the power house, and in fact, | 
to every department of the city’s business. 

Possibly if the city council and commissioners provided the 
warehouse, allotting to each department the room the superintendent 
thought he required, and then left it to the auditor to work out the 
check off system by which the book-keeping end could be made work- 
able they would arrive at what is wanted quicker than in any other 


way. 

With every railway, every: large industrial institution 
every business of any importance tending toward the departmental- 
ization of its affairs, it looks as though this “centralization” craze 
which has hit the city hall since Mr. Bouillon first sprung it is a 
little out of line with the modern tendency.
